29.—General 
Leonard Wood, m ilitary governor pro 
tem pore of the departm ent of Santiago, 
yesterday issued a proclam ation in IO 
sections, w hich is a sort of provisional 
declaration of independence. 
The first article guarantees to the 
people the right of assembly for the 
common good and to apply to those in 
power by petition or rem onstrance for 
th e redress of grievances. 
The second section guarantees the 
right to w orship God according to indi­ 
vidual ooh science, provided there Is no 
Interference w ith any existing form of 
worship. 
The third section directs th a t courts 
of justice shall be open to all, and th a t 
no private property shall be takeu by 
the* governm ent w ithout com pensation. 
T bs 
fourth 
section, dealing w ith 
crim inal trials, invests the accused w ith 
the right to be heard him self or by 
canneel and to have com pulsory process 
to secure the attends nos of a w itness in 
his behalf. 
The fifth section says no person ac* 
co vt* I of crim e shall be compelled to 
give evidence against him self. 
The sixth section declares that no 
such person, who is once acquitted of 
the charge brought against him , shall 
be tried again for the same offence. 
The seventh section provides th at all 
persons charged w ith crim e shall be en* 
titled to bail, except in oases of capital 
offence, and th a t the w rit of habeas 
corpus m ast not be suspended w ithout 
the com m anding general of the depart­ 
m ent deem s it advisable. 
The eighth section says th at excessive 
bail shall not be required and that no 
excessive flue nor cruel 
or unusual 
punishm ent shall be inflicted. 
The ninth section provides th at in or* 
der to secure people against unreasona­ 
ble search they shall first establish u n ­ 
der oath a presum ption of guilt, 
The 10th sect urn guarantees to all the 
right to w rite tar p rint freely on any 
m atter, subject to responsibility for 
abuse of the right, 
The m unicipal laws are to be adm in­ 
istered in accordance w ith those decla­ 
rations of rights, subject to modifica­ 
tions, which, in th# judgm ent of the 
com m anding general, would be benefi­ 
cient and promote Ute principles of en­ 
lightened civilization. 
G eneral Wood has received a com­ 
m unication from W ashington, in w hich 
the governm ent refuses to pay any com­ 
pensation to the archbishop of Santiago 
de Cuba, M onsignor De I ‘rf u n y Crospo. 


HIM, however, has led to the conclusion 
th a t they are all men of excellent stand­ 
ing, and th a t their retention in office 
will bo the best way to preserve tra n ­ 
quility in th e insular adm inistration, 
until such tim e as the United State* ca n 
take action regarding Porto Hico.

The oath of allegiance to the U nited 
States bas been taken by five judges of 
the superior court of Porto Kioo, w ho 
later w ill adm inister the same oath to 
their subordinates. Spanish judges who 
do not 
desire to 
forsw ear their al­ 
legiance to Spain w ill be returned to 
the peninsula.

London, Oct. 22.—The Speaker, in a 
long article on the peace commission, 
•ays: 
"T he reluctance of America to 
annex Caba is m ainly dne to desire to 
escape the harden of the C aban debt. 
A t the same tim e the doctrine of in te r­ 
national law, by w hich a debt incurred 
by a ruler binds his successors, rests 
upon slight foundation. 
" It is m onstrous th a t a ty ran t should 
be able to burden future generations 
simply because he is In possession of the 
m aterial governm ent. 
Lf investors felt 
th at in international law loans incurred 
sgaiust the will of the people would not 
attach to the country in the event of a 
change of governm ent there would be 
less of th at m onetary support of m is­ 
governm ent w hich has disgraced the 
high finance of the 19th century. 
"F o r 50 years Spain has ruled C aba 
in defiance of the will of the Cuban peo­ 
ple and in spite of the constant protests 
of the U nited States. 
The cost of her 
m ilitary operations there has been m et 
by loans 
specially chargeable upon 
Cuba. In the first place in order to p u n ­ 
ish the Cabans, and in the second in or­ 
der to arrange for a cheap retreat in the 
event of being driveu out by America. 
"In a word, the debt has been charged 
upon C aba largely w ith the object of 
saddling it npou the U nited States. The 
bondholders w ere eticoniaged to look to 
the supposed doctrine of international 
law as part of the security, w hile they 
knew they w ere lending to Spain against 
the will of both Cubans and Americans. 
It is to be hoped that the U nited States, 
w hile assum ing sovereignty over Caba, 
will refuse to pay any part of the debt 
except the money used in the develop­ 
m ent of the island, thereby setting a 
most useful precedent, of w hich tyrants 
aud financiers w ill do well to take n ote."

G eneral distributive trade, particu­ 
larly at the north, appears to have suf­ 
fered from bad w eather conditions this 
week, w hich have interfered w ith regu­ 
lar business and deliveries; bat, on the 
other hand, has induced considerable 
buying of boots and shoes, rubber goods 
and heavy clothing at m any m arkets. 
The situation, although, is rath er more 
favorable than for some tim e past, this 
resulting m ainly from the abrogation of 
m any senseless quarantine regulations, 
as a result of the advance of the frost 
line southw ard tow ard the gulf.
